Q. I am over 65 and have op¬ 
erated a motel for over 15 years.

Since I 
earn over $4800 each year I have 
never tried to collect social sec¬ 
urity benefits. My friends say I 
can. Are they right? 

A. Your friends are correct. 
Since there are months of the 
year in which you do not work in 
your business, you can be paid 


Q. I ain 70 years old and work -1 
ed a couple if years under social 1 
security. When 1 was 65, I was j 
told I, was not entitled to social 
security benefits. Has there been 
any change on this in the past 5 
years? 

A. Yes, there has, and it most 
certainly would be to your ad¬ 
vantage to check again. Five 
years ago, when you were 65, you 
needed more work to be come en¬ 
titled to social security benefits 
than you do now. You may now 
be able to receive monthly bene¬ 
fits because of the changes in the 
social security law in 1961. Be 
sure to check with your local so¬ 
cial security office today. 

Q. Iam over 65 and have work¬ 
ed under social security for many 
years. Why should 1 check on my 
retirement benefits if I’m still 
working? 

A. Your question is difficult to 
.answer since we do not have all 
the details. Although you are 
•working, we do know your earn¬ 
ings. Tt is possible that you could 
receive some benefits even though 
you are still working. This would 
depend upon your earnings. But 
even if you are not able to re¬ 
ceive any benefits, this is a good 
.time to get an estimate of the in¬ 
come you can expect when you 
do retire. The social security of¬ 
fice will be glad to estimate the 
amount you will receive, when you 
retire and to advise you about the 
proofs you will need. For exam¬ 
ple, if you need proof of age, now 
is the time to obtain it so that it 
will be available when you do 
retire.

Disabled veterans and depend¬ 
ents of deceased veterans through¬ 
out Massachusetts who receive 
monthly pension payments and 
are now reporting their annual 
income to the Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration are urged to remember to 
sign the reports. 

William F. Connors, manager of 
the VA office at Boston, said that 
every year hundreds of income 
reports have to be returned to the 
pension recipients for a signature. 

The law requires that pensions 
be paid only to persons whose an¬ 
nual income is less than stipulated, 
amounts. Thus each year, an in¬ 
come report must be made to de¬ 
termine eligibility. 

But a signature is necessary on 
the report, Mr. Connors said.

for compensation or pension but 
their claims were denied because 
they did not meet the require¬ 
ments of the law. 

For instance, one veteran was 
granted service-connection for his 
disability but the rating board 
rated him at less than 10 per 
cent disabled. However, since that 
time his service-connected disabil¬ 
ity has become increasingly worse. 
What should he do ? 

He should have an examination 
by his local doctor for his service- 
connected disability only. If his 
doctor will make a statement of 
symptoms and findings and gives 
a definite opinion that the service- 
connected disability is now more 
than 10 per cent, 20 per cent, 50 
per cent, etc., disabling, the vet¬ 
eran should send this statement 
signed by himself, requesting a 
new examination for rating pur¬ 
poses based on doctor's letter at¬ 
tached.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS.. 

Q. Will the boys who are in the 

service now be entitled to gov¬ 
ernment loans when they return 
to civilian life? 

A. Not unless part of their 
service was before January 31,1

Q. As a so-called peacetime 
veteran, am I entitled to any 
service-connected disability com¬ 
pensation from the VA? 

A. Yes, such disability compen¬ 
sations generally 80 per cent of 
the wartime rates. However, if the 
disability occurred under extra- 
hazardous conditions or dimulat- 
ing wartime; i.e., service in Viet 
Nam, wartime rates apply...

Q. I understand that if some¬ 
one else assumes my GI home 
loan mortgage I am still person¬ 
ally liable for repayment of the 
debt. Can that be? 

A. The sale or transfer of prop¬ 
erty subject to or by the assump¬ 
tion of a GI loan generally means 
that the purchaser does NOT be¬ 
come personally liable for the re¬ 
payment of the debt. The original i 
veteran borrower still remains 1 
liable for the debt. However, in 
certain cases the lender can re¬ 
lease the veterans liability with 
the permission of the VA. 

The 530,000 wards in the guar¬ 
dianship sendee program provid¬ 
ed by the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion have estates valued at some 
$764 million.
